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Adopted and Filed

Pursuant to the authority of Iowa Code sections 307.10 and 307.12, the Iowa Department of
Transportation, on March 11, 2014, rescinded Chapter 162, “Bridge Safety Fund,” Iowa Administrative
Code.

Notice of Intended Action for this amendment was published in the January 22, 2014, Iowa
Administrative Bulletin as ARC 1288C.

2010 Iowa Acts, chapter 1184, section 95, rescinded Iowa Code section 313.68, which created the
bridge safety fund. The Department’s rules concerning the bridge safety fund are no longer necessary
since all of the funds have been used for the identified projects. These bridge projects were designed,
constructed and paid for within the prescribed time period.

These rules do not provide for waivers. Any person who believes that the person’s circumstances
meet the statutory criteria for a waiver may petition the Department for a waiver under 761—Chapter
11.

This amendment is identical to the one published under Notice of Intended Action.
After analysis and review of this rule making, no impact on jobs has been found.
This amendment is intended to implement 2010 Iowa Acts, chapter 1184, section 95.
This amendment will become effective May 7, 2014.
